A protest against the skyrocketing cost of coffee was of­ 
ficially launched Monday by the city's Consumer Affairs 
Commissioner, Elinor Guggenheimer, who started her 
day with a cup of tea instead of what usually would be the 
first of up to 15 cups of coffee. 
"We’re trying to educate consumers on what to do if 
there is a runaway price increase," Mrs. Guggenheimer 
said between sips at O’Dwyer ’s Restaurant on West 51st 
Street. She projected prices of $4 a pound during 1977. 
In New York supermarkets, coffee already is selling for 
more than $3 a pound and more than 98 a pound for some 
instant decaffeinated brands. 
The owner of O’Dwyer’s restaurant, Rory O’Dwyer. son 
of City Council President Paul O’Dwyer, joined other 
restaurant managers in the city who are offering noncof­ 
fee specials during the week as part of the effort to drive 
prices down. Supermarkets also are displaying signs in 
their windows promoting the protest.

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County Grand Jury recommends move 
Health centers may end free services

The Pomona Health Center may 
soon have to charge for the free ser­ 
vices it has provided to residents of 
the valley for the past dozen years. 
The recommendation comes from 
the Los Angeles County Grand Jury 
which contends that the free services 
place "an intolerable burden” on the 
taxpayers. 
The local health center practice of 
charging money only for duplicate 
birth and health certificates and then 


turning the money over to the state, 
was criticized by the grand jury 
when it reviewed current fee struc­ 
tures through county hospitals and 
health facilities last fall. 
The grand jury found that some 
health centers charge fees, some do 
not, and in many cases the charges 
are not uniform.

Hugh L. Henshaw, foreman of the 
jury, sent a report to the Los Angeles 
County Board of Supervisors today, 
claiming that uniform charges for

Terrorists tell Amin 
U.S. one of 4 targets 
to repay Entebbe raid 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) - A 
Palestinian group has told President 
Idi Amin it will avenge Israel s 
Entebbe raid with attacks in 
America, Europe, Africa and Asia in 
1977, Uganda radio said today. 
The radio, monitored in Nairobi, 
quoted a representative of the group, 
which it did not name, as assuring 
Amin, " Israel will pay for the blood 
spilt at Entebbe Airport. ” 
At least 20 Ugandan soldiers were 
reportedly lulled last July when air­ 
borne Israeli commandos raided 
Entebbe Airport in Uganda to rescue 
passengers from a hijacked Air 


France airliner. The hostages were 
being held by pro-Palestinian guer­ 
rillas. 
The radio said a representative of 
“a Palestinian organization" gave 
the assurance to Amin in the Uganda 
capital of Kampala the previous day. 
It did not specify how the group in­ 
tended to execute its threatened at­ 
tacks or give further details of 
targets. 
Amin, who has denied Israeli 
charges of complicity with the 
hijackers, has himself promised 
retaliation against Israel for the 
raid. 


Attic may have yielded 
originai US. document

yellow pages bearing the first half of 
the Declaration of Independence 
have turned up in a Boston attic, and 
the minister who found them thinks 
they ’re straight from the quill pen of 
Thomas Jefferson. 
The National Archives isn’t ready, 
just yet, to agree that the Rev. 
James K, Allen has found the long- 
lost original, but an expert there 
says he's fascinated 
And the Rev. Mr Allen, of the 
First Parish Church of Dorchester, 
says, "I've settled in my own mind 
what it is ” 
The minister said the document 
was among a pile of 18S0-vintage 
papers given him Oct 8 by a friend, 
George Berg. 78, who knew the 


minister's interest in history. 
"He told me, ‘We cleaned out a lot 
of attics in Dorchester. This was in 
one of them,*” said the Rev. Mr 
Allen. 
"There was a June 11, 1853, new­ 
spaper.” be said, "and when 1 turned 
it over, this was under it 1 almost 
jumped over the car, and I said. 
‘George, you really have got 
something here ”’ 
"We are fascinated by the po­ 
tential of what he’s found ” said 
Robert MacClaren, chief chemist of 
the National Archives. MacClaren is 
one of several experts who have ex­ 
amined the 14-by-22-inch pages 
But he said it will take much work 
to determine whether the document 
is authentic.

He said the grand jury was not 
suggesting the establishment of a fee 
schedule for those who could not pay. 
But, he contended, a fair and 
equitable charge should be made for 
those who can. 
"Obviously, preventive health ser­ 
vices ought to continue to be 


provided free,” the grand jury report 
stated, “We are not recommending 
any charges for those services.” 
The grand jury review was 
triggered by reports that the Depart­ 
ment of Health Services may find 
itself with a $21 million deficit this 
year and next as a result of dis­ 
allowances by the state for Medi-Cal 
claims as well as other management 
practices. 
However, L.A. Witherill. director 
of the health services, has told the 
supervisors that those practices

have now been tightened up. and the 
department is operating much more 
efficiently. 
Nevertheless, the board has 
directed Chief Administrative Of­ 
ficer Harry L. Hufford to review the 
services offered by the health 
department and recommend cuts.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A big drop 
in food exports, coupled with in­ 
creased imports of petroleum and 
other goods, resulted in a record U.S. 
monthly trade deficit of $906 million 
in November, the Commerce De­ 
partment reported today. 
The deficit was the 10th monthly 
trade imbalance this year. The 
previous high monthly deficit was 
9888 million in August 1974. 
If the nation registers another 
deficit in December, which is con­ 
sidered certain, the annual trade im­ 
balance could approach the record 
96 4 billion deficit in 1972. 
The trade imbalance this year 
already is over 95 billion, and certain 
to be at least the second largest an­ 
nual deficit. Maynard Comiez, a 
Commerce Department economist, 
said if the deficits continue (or a long 
time, it might reduce the value of the 
U.S. dollar in relation to other 
currencies, whic h would make U.S. 
goods cheaper and help trigger in­ 
creased exports 
if shipping and insurance costs are 
included in the deficit totals, the 


November imbalance would be near­ 
ly 91.7 billion and the deficit for the 
year would be 913.1 billion, the 
department said. 
Oil imports increased more than 
975 million, bringing the total value 
of petroleum imports for the month 
to more than 93 billion. The increase 
was attributed to importers’ at­ 
tempts to bring in as much oil as pos­ 
sible before the hike in prices by the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries. 
Total imports during the month 
roue 1 per cent to more than 910.5 
billion, while exports fell 1 per cent 
to about 99 8 billion. 
Imports this year have increased 
at a rate of about 24 per cent over 
1975, while exports have jumped only 
6 per cent 
The Unted States had a trade sur­ 
plus last year, ana officials predicted 
earlier that the nati«wi would enjoy 
another trade surplus this year. 
A trade deficit over a long period 
of time can contribute to a weaken­ 
ing in the value of the U.S. dollar in 
relation to other currencies.

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Number of registered women drivers increase 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Women drivers are increasing 
in number in California, but the trend should level off so 
that they won’t outnumber male motorists, a state report 
says. 


The Department of Motor Vehicles report also said 
Monday that auto registrations are increasing at pre- 
recession rates. A record 11.8 million passenger cars 
were registered in California this year. 


That was a 5.8 per cent increase over last year, the big­ 
gest annual increase in registered passenger cars since 
1963. Total registrations, including trucks, trailers, buses 


and motorcycles, also set a new record at 17.1 million 
vehicles. 
The report predicts there will be 16 million passenger 
cars registered in California by the year 2000 and 9.9 
million other vehicles. 
Men drivers still outnumber women, but by a narrowing 
margin, the report said. 
The DMV said 78 per cent of the women of driving age 
in California now hold drivers' licenses, a 16 per cent in­ 
crease over the past 12 years. 
The percentage of men bolding drivers’ licenses has 
also increased over the past dozen years, from 89 per cent 


of the driving age population to 96 per cent. 
There were 7 46* ,220 men with California drivers 
licenses and 6,421,780 women drivers as of last June 90, 
the report said. 
“The trend toward greater proportions of female 
drivers appears largely due to the increasing number of 
women assuming active roles in the labor force,” the 
report said. 
“Growth in die female driver population is expected to 
continue at a declining rate through 1985. at which time 
stabilization, somewhat below the male participation 
rate, is anticipated,” the DMV added. 


The survey said only 38.6 per cent of the licensed 
drivers in California were women in 1958. That rate had 
increased to 41.9 in 1964, to 46.1 per cent in 1974 and to 46.5 
per cent this year. 
The DMV said one reason for the percentage drop of 
male drivers is that nearly all the men who qualify to 
drive already have their licenses. 
The report said there will always be a small percentage 
who cannot hold licenses for physical and other reasons, 
and that the current rate of 96 per cent of all men 16 and 
older is within 1 per cent of the maximum expected 
figure.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - In a 
decision involving actor Lee Marvin, 
the California Supreme Court has 
rated that if unmarried people agree 
to share property while living 
together, they have made a binding 
contract. 


Monday’s ruling overturned a 
lower court decision rejecting 
Michelle Marvin’s claim for half the 
property — including motion picture 
rights worth more than 81 million — 
acquired by the actor during the six 
years they lived together. 
It sent the case back for a new 
trial. 
Miss Marvin s attorney, Martin 
Mitchelson, described his client as 
“deliriously happy.” 
“This has opened the door for un­ 
married people to get into court,” 
said Mitchelson. “It means people 
can get in there on the basis of an im­ 
plied contract of equitable relief . ” 
The court said, “The fact that a 
man and woman live together 
without marriage, and engage in a 
sexual relationship, does not in Itself 
invalidate agreements between them 
relating to their earnings, property, 
or expenses ” 
Miss Marvin, 96, said she and 
Marvin verbally agreed to share 
earnings while living together at 
MalibU from October 1964 to May 
1970. During that time, she legally 


Inspection continues 
Spark blamed in tanker blast 
LONG BEACH (AP) - The head 
of a Coast Guard inquiry says a 
spark that ignited gases in cargo 
tanks caused an explosion that 
destroyed the oil tanker Sansinena. 
R ear Adm. Jam es Moreau, 
chairman of the board, said, 
however, the origin of the spark re­ 
mains a mystery.

The blast lifted the center three- 
fourths of the ship at least 50 feet 
into the air, flinging it onto the dock, 
and shattered windows 21 miles 
away from the harbor.

. -nv , ;,>s SUSSi 
Worth of aluminum 
objects to go up 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Discarded aluminum cans 
and other products will be worth 17 rather than 15 cents a 
pound starting Jan. 4, the Reynolds Aluminum Recycling 
Co. has announced. 
“We are now recycling at the rate of almost 50 per cent 
of the cans we manufacture, and we are working toward 
the day when we’ll be recycling 100 per cent.” Harold L. 
Albrecht, president of the Reynolds Metals Co. sub­ 
sidiary, said Monday in announcing the higher price the 
company will pay for recyclable aluminum. 
Reynolds has 73 permanent recycling facilities and 150 
mobile units operating almost 800 collection points across 
the United States. 
Individuals or groups are paid for crushed or uncrushed 
aluminum beverage cans and other clean household items 
such as frozen food trays and aluminum foil. 
“Each time we recycle aluminum we save 95 per cent 
of the energy that would be required to make primary 
aluminum.” Albrecht said. 
Reynolds began paying 10 cents a pound when it 
launched its national recycling program in 1968. Six years 
later that was increased to 15 cents. 
Sinae the program began, Reynolds said it has recycled 
more than seven billion cans and paid the public more 
than $45 million.

Meeting today with Cabinet nominees 


ST SIMONS ISLAND, Ga. (AP) - 
President-elect Carter said today a 
tax cut is a likely prospect" for in­ 
clusion in a broad program for 
econdmic stimulus that he plans to 
unveil next week. 
Speaking with reporters outside 
his borrowed resort home here, 
Carter said he plans an announce­ 
ment by the end of next week on the 
outline of his economic package, in­ 
cluding a range of likely price tags 
for the proposal. 
While terming a tax cut plaqa like­ 
ly p ro sp e c t. C a rte r said it 
nevertheless represents "a second 
priority with me after we make 
moves to put our people back to 
work." He said he is firmly commit­ 
ted to a “ work opportunity 
program ” 
Carter flew here Monday for a 
series of meetings with his new 
Cabinet. After his arrival, he con­ 
ferred for nearly four hours with his 
key economic advisers Aides said 
the session was held to consider 
"alternative approaches to job crea­ 
tion. tax reduction and reductions in 
government waste. " 


Earlier, on arriving at this rented 
island estate from his home in 
Plains. Ga., Carter said the latest 
economic indicators had left him 
"fairly well encouraged" compared 
to a few weeks ago 
And he reiterated that after Mon­ 
day’s discussion; saying in a state­ 
ment that he and his advisers also 
“ focused on current economic 
trends, which seemed slightly more 
positive than we had earlier ex­ 
pected " 
Previously. Carter voiced concern 
that the economy was worse than he 
had thought during his campaign for 
the White House. 
His two upbeat pronouncements 
about the economy, coupled with a 
reference to attacking waste, could 
be interpreted as indicating Carter 
hopes to present an economic 
package to the 1977 Congress that 
would add less money’ than expec ted 
to the federal budget deficit. 
In his Monday night statement. 
Carter said that "although no final 
decisions were made, I believe 
significant progress was made 
toward an economic package con­ 


stituting a balanced attack on both 
unemployment and inflation " 
He indicated that the plan he and 
his cabinet will finally agree on will 
include both public works jobs to cut 
unemployment and tax cuts to 
stimulate the economy. His advisers 
in past weeks have indicated the 
project would cost some $13 billion to 
$20 billion 
On another subject. Carter was 
asked on arrival here Monday about 
the likelihood of a 1977 meeting with 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
Carter responded that he thought 
this "a likely prospect for W77, al­ 
though we have not made any plans 
for it." 
Responding to another question. 
Carter said his briefings by the CIA 
indicate "fairly substantial'’ in­ 
creases in Soviet arms production, 
but "we are still far stronger than 
they are," by most measures.

The tanker — which reportedly 
was carrying 17 million gallons of 


crude oil — had run aground during a

contain 1,900 of the 2.000 gallons that 
spilled from the Oswego-Peace But 
tlie remaining oil in the Thames had 
coated as many as 100 waterlowl.

State to buy 
wholesale 
drugs for 
Medi-Cal 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The state 
of California will go into the 
wholesale drug-buying business for 
Medi-Cal next May when an 18^ 
month pilot project gets under way, 
officials say. 
Dr Jerome Lackner, director of 
the state Department of Health, 
released details Monday of the 
volume purchase plan which Medi- 
Cal officials believe would save the 
state at least $5 million a year if ap­ 
plied statewide 
Drug manufacturers don't like the 
project, which calls for competitive 
bidding, so presumably lower prices. 
And at a hearing Monday, phar­ 
macists criticized a new law that 
will cut their profits for ingredients 
— the generic drug law which allows 
substitution of cheaper but similar 
drugs 
They also oppose a proposed state 
Department of Health regulation 
reducing the amount Medi-Cal would 
pay pharmacists on costs of drug in­ 
gredients 
Robert C. Johnson, executive vice 
president of the California Phar­ 
maceutical Association, said the 
proposed system would make it dif­ 
ficult for Medi-Cal patients to get 
prescriptions filled at neighborhood 
pharmacies 
Because of these reduced pay­ 
ments, pharmacists are faced with 
determining whether they can afford 
to continue to fill prescriptions for 
Medi-Cal patients." Johnson said 
E stim ated savings from the 
volume purchasing plan are based on 
$106 million spent in the last fiscal 
year for all MediCal prescriptions 
and an estimate that $130 million will 
be spent in the current fiscal year 
Volume purchases will be re­ 
stricted to 75 widely used drugs 
available from more than one 
manufacturer and will be bought on 
the basis of awarded contracts from 
competitive bidding. Lackner said. 
The 18-month program will use 
pharmacies in the counties of San 
Francisco, San Mateo. San Joaquin. 
Stanislaus Tuolumne. Los Angeles. 
Ventura and Orange

SEN. WILLIAM CAMPBELL. R-33rd Dist., Hacienda 
Heights, has reintroduced his "Sunset Law 
which he 
failed to get passed last year. 
The bill, if enacted, would abolish every state agency 
after five years unless the Legislature took positive ac­ 
tion to save the department or agency. 
According to Campbell, the state government has too 
many servants who are not serving the public. 
This year, he said, he hopes to get more bipartisan sup­ 
port for the measure. Already three Democratic 
legislators have introduced similar bills and Senate Presi­ 
dent Pro Tern James Mills, D-San Diego, has introduced a 
more limited resolution to study the concept of the 
so-called "Sunset Laws” 
Campbell said that while he has no promise of support. 
Common Cause and other groups back the concept 
He hopes to tie his proposal to property tax relief. 


One of the similar bills has been introduced in the As­ 
sembly by ASSEMBLYMAN BULL MCVTTTIE. D-65th 
Dist. 
McVittie wants to "force state bureaucracies to shut 
down unless they can prove their need to continue” 
His measure, AB 15. would abolish all state regulatory 
agencies as of Jan. 1, 1982 unless the Legislature 
specifically extends each one. 
"Too many state agencies take for granted that funds 4o 
keep them operating will be available whether or not 
there is continued justification for the services they of­ 
fer." he said. 
McVittie’s bill would require all agencies established 
after the effective day to be automatically abolished after 
a five-year lifespan 


ASSEMBLYMAN JOSEPH B. MONTOYA, D-60th 
Dist., La Puente, has joined Assemblyman Allster 
McAlister, D-San Jose, in authoring legislation (AB 37) 
which would establish a sentence of life without the pos­ 
sibility of parole for first degree murder convictions. 
Montoya said the bill is an "emergency measure" 
designed only to provide the public with the maximum 
level of protection from parole of individuals convicted of 
particularly horrible murders while a new death penalty 
measure can be drafted, introduced, passed and signed by 
the governor. 
"The people of California, and the Legislature, have 
clearly expressed the desire to restore capital 
punishment,” said Montoya. "Due to Supreme Court deci­ 
sions, we must rewrite the law." 
Montoya said that criminals convicted and sentenced 
during the period it takes the Legislature to write a new 
death sentence law would otherwise be eligible for parole 
after seven years without “this type of legislation. 
He said he would support legislation that will conform 
to the Supreme Court’s ruling while reinstating the death 
penalty. 


SEN. H. L. "BILL” RICHARDSON, R-19th Dist., once 
identified as "Wild Bill” for his anUcs, is at it again. 
In his December "Richardson Special Report.” he 
takes on judges as being responsible for the "malpractice 
crisis.” 
Judges, he charged, have a growing tendency to decide 
who can best bear the loss and shift the loss by "creating 
liability where there has been no fault. 
"In other words, the judge in one case decided to rule in 
favor of a patient even though the doctor was found to be 
innocent of any wrongdoing or negligence in a traditional 
sense The patient won the case simply because he had 
fewer assets than the doctor." 
The problem. Richardson said, "is that judges ar­ 
bitrarily take it upon themselves to redistribute the 
wealth. 
What effect has this philosophy of wealth redistribu­ 
tion had on the number of claims filed against doctors? 
No one can be sure, but the Department of Health. Educa­ 
tion and Welfare informs us that 60 per cent of all those 
filing claims for alleged malpractice report having no in­ 
come whatsoever!" 
The problem isn’t limited to doctors. Richardson con­ 
tinued. "Even taxi companies in California have been told 
to puny up for higher liability insurance premiums or go 
out of business," he said "But we shouldn’t worry about 
the cab drivers, because there are many opportunities for 
hacks Some even become judges.” 


ASSEMBLYMAN BILL LANCASTER, R-62nd Dist , 
Covina, has reported that a legislative review of the 
highway funds within the state Department of Transpor­ 
tation is under way in Sacramento. 
He has. he said, joined in support of a resolution to have 
the legislative analyst and the auditor general review the 
budget, cash flow and financial and management infor­ 
mation systems of Caltrans. 
Lancaster said highway funds will exceed $1 billion in 
the next fiscal year, and that the Legislature ’ netrds bet 
ter information as to the amount of construction funds 
available. 
“The uncertainty regarding highway and freeway con­ 
struction has resulted from a lack of complete informa­ 
tion on the availability of construction money," Lan­ 
caster said. 
According to the resolution adopted by the Assembly 
Caltrans has inadequate and inconsistent financial and 
management information systems and procedures that 
serve as a basis for policy decisions on a $1 billion 
program. 
“No one seems to know how much federal highway con­ 
struction money is presently available." said lauicaster 
"There is concern that California may already have lost 
federal funds because Caltrans did not apply for them. 
"We have a freeway system in Southern California that 
cannot be completed because of lack of funding This in­ 
cludes the Foothill Freeway through La Verne and Clare­ 
mont. Now we discover there may be a surplus ol 
highway construction funds 
"This legislative review of Caltrans funding should 
provide some answers."

Supervisors show 
concern for Expo

Possible “ negative” impact of 
Expo 81 has some members of the 
San Bernardino County Board erf 
Supervisors worried. 
Supervisors Robert Townsend of 
Chino and Joseph Kamansky of 
Upland are concerned over the in­ 
creased services that w ill be neces­ 
sary with the advent of the world s 
tair in Ontario. The fair is proposed 
to be held dunng 1981 at the Ontario 
Motor Speedway, 
Townsend believes the present 
county jail facilities won t be large 
enough to handle a big increase in 
arrests expected (hiring the fair 
period and afterwards. Also, more 
roads, water, sewers and other ser­ 
vices would be needed, he noted 
The board had previously endorsed 
the Expo 81 proposal in concept, but 
pledged no funds to back the support 
Townsend and Kamansky aired 
their concerns recently during a 
luncheon meeting with Jack Kelly, 
chairman of the Expo 81 regional 
commissioners and manager of the 
Santa Fe Federal Savings and Loan 
Association office in Ontario. 
Kelly requested a 10-member 
county commission to be formed by 
supervisors to work on Expo. Town­ 
send and Kam ansky made no 
promises, but indicated the matter 
would be discussed in the future by 
the Board of Supervisors. 
The two supervisors told Kelly of 


strong feelings they had towards 
Expo that might have to be resolved 
before a county commission was 


“ Half the people who said they 
were for it have backed out or 
decided not to give money ” said 
Kamansky. "If you corner San Ber­ 
nardino County, you’ll get the same 
answer. The county didn t say It 
would back Expo to the hilt.” 
Townsend said, “ All I ’ve heard is 
the assets of Expo 81. I have some 
darn important questions as to public 
services needed 
It's all been a 
public relations pitch with beautiful 
pictures but no one says where the 
money is coming from. 
Kamansky told Kelly, “ If you think 
I’m going to commit the county s 
money to save the race track in On 
tario, you’re mistaken 1 have to 
watch it before I spend the tax­ 
payers’ money.” 
Townsend also said he was 
* selfish’’ from the standpoint of the 
taxpayers. 


It was noted that while Expo 81 
will generate sales tax revenue, that 
income does not go to school districts 
in the area which may find they will 
need new buildings 


K elly admitted, “ We have a 
definite communication problem on 
Expo That's one reason why we are 
asking for a county committee to 
look into it.”

'Singles Living' being taught 
by two Claremont High teachers

Pitfalls that a single person may encounter in renting or 
leasing an apartment, living on a budget, or buying a car 
are being learned ahead of time by students at C laremont 
High School 
. 
Two single teachers, Drue Law lor and baseball coach 
Jack Helber 
are team-teaching a popular elective 
course. “ Singles Living.” 
Miss Lawlor said that she had wanted the course 
limited to the number of students that could be accom­ 
modated to the cooking and baking stations in the home 
economics room at the school, but everyone who wished 
was allowed to register 
About 50 students are being taught in a year long course 
that living away from home can be fun, but that such 
freedom demands many responsibilities 
The singles for living course evolved from a boys chef 
course, another popular class at Claremont High 
The course was renamed bachelor survival, and then 
because of the demands of Title 9, the federal anti 
discrimination law, the class again was renamed to 
singles living Miss Lawlor said that she is proposing 
renaming the course, “ Survival for Singles.” 
I wanted to get out of the foods area, and to give our 
juniors and seniors an opportunity to see what they may 
be up against when they try to get out on their own,’ she 
commented 
One of the homework assignments each student is given 
is to check want ads for jobs to pay for that apartment in 
which they want to live. 
Another is to check want ads for apartments, to inter­ 
view apartment managers about rents, deposits, and 


electric bills, and to be able to handle problems suggested 
by either Helber or Miss Lawlor 
Another is to take a shopping list and to go to a super­ 
market and see how economical one can be in filling out 
list 
The class includes role-hving, where Helber takes half 
the class and poses as a landlord and a student is the 
potential renter, 
“ We teach the students to read a lease thoroughly so 
they know what they can get themselves Into." Helber 
said “ We also teach them how to buy insurance, and to 
buy cars and appliances." 
Twice a week. Miss Lawlor takes half the class into the 
kitchen and hands each group of three, four or five stu­ 
dents a recipe calling for sugar cookies or pie, or prepar­ 
ing a turkey dinner, 
Although kitchen appliances are color-coded the stu­ 
dents sometimes run into problems such as not being able 
to find beater blades, or class time limits preparation 
time. 
“ When a boy approaches Miss Lawlor and asks, is that 
the right amount of butter?" Miss Lawlor smiles and res­ 
ponds “ What does the recipe call for9" 
Of course, the students get to eat what they make and 
bake, so they try to be careful 
The students work in groups of threes and fours in their 
homework just as they might live in apartments to share 
the expense. Miss Lawlor explained 
The course w geared as being as practical as possible. 
"So many students are intelligent, but are not common- 
se rise-wise.” she concluded 
After such a response this year, the course is sure to be 
repeated next year

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TV legacy: 
'wired cities' 


Even as the debate continues over the pervasive 
influence of television in our daily lives, we are 
moving into an age where the one-eyed monster will 
truly be man’s servant. 


The spectacular popularity of electronic games 
that use the television set — like ping pong and 
hockey, in which people are active participants 
rather than passive viewers — is only a hint of 
things to come. 


Cable television, which is steadily growing in 
usage and sophistication, may be the wave of the 
future. 


Currently being tested in Tokyo is a cable system 
that ultimately could provide every household in 
Japan with a variety of two-way services. The 
system utilizes the new technology of fiber optics, 
by which information is transmitted via light 
beams through hair-thin glass filaments. 
With a central computer providing the necessary 
controls, test subscribers can use special equip­ 
ment installed in their homes to interact with the 
system in a number of ways. Some examples: 
Request entertainment. By tapping out the 
proper code on a keyboard, the subscriber activates 
the computer’s video information unit, which 
switches the designated program into automatic 
transmission. 
Request data. This is transmitted to the sub­ 
scriber in still-picture form at his option, and in­ 
cludes all types of specialized information, such as 
news, stock market reports, time, weather and 
other announcements of interest. 
Facsimile. If the subscriber wishes, hard copies 
of video information can be printed out, including a 
home “newspaper.” 
Computer-assisted instruction. Questions and as­ 
signments appear on the screen of the home TV 
receiver. Students respond on the keyboard and 
their answers are evaluated by the computer, 
which regulates the program in accordance with 
the capability demonstrated by each individual. 
Typical courses are mathematics, Japanese and 
foreign languages, chemistry and vocational train­ 
ing. 
Cashless transactions. Store and restaurant bills, 
rent and utility charges can be paid through the 
system, with deductions made automatically from 
the account of the subscriber. 
Shopping and reservations. Goods appear on the 
TV screen, together with prices. The subscriber can 
order by means of keyboard input, or make theater, 
restaurant and travel reservations the same way. 
Again, payment is made automatically from bank 
accounts. 
Burglar and fire alarms. Detectors are installed 
in each home so that the central computer can 
sense any abnormality, such as intrusions or exces­ 
sive heat or smoke. Alarms can be retransmitted to 
police and fire stations and instructions relayed to 
the household on emergency measures to be taken 
while safety units are on the way. 
Telemetering and telecontrol. Electricity, gas 
and water meters are read automatically and 
charges handled as cashless transactions. 
Telecontrol makes it possible to regulate household 
electrical appliances and heating and cooling 
systems from outside the house. 
The Japanese project was begun in 1972, but had 
been stalled because of the cost, bulkiness and 
other limitations of conventional coaxial cable. 
Independent investigation into the potential of fiber 
optics by Arthur D. Little, Inc., an American 
research organization, was instrumental in per­ 
suading Japan s Ministry of International Trade 
and Industry to adopt the new technology. 
According to Uttle, the Japanese field trial is ex­ 
perimental only in the sense of evaluating the per­ 
formance of thè system and determining modifica­ 
tions necessary to raise it to full-fledged nationwide 
operation. 
Thanks to the computer and fiber optics, the 
much-talked-about “wired city” or “information 
society” may be upon us sooner than we think

Kissinger to keep transcripts 


WASHINGTON - Not all of Henry 
Kissinger's papers will be donated to 
the Library of Congress. He will 
withhold from history the transcripts 
of his telephone conversations. 
i ney are now locked in a CIA-style 
safe on Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller's estate. 
A spokesman explained that Kis­ 
singer obtained an opinion from the 
State Department legal office last 
January that the "secretarial notes” 
of his telephone conversations are 
personal. The spokesman didn't 
mention that the notes, for the most 
p a rt, co n sisted of v erb atim 
transcripts 
During the Nixon years, Kis­ 
singer’s White House office con­ 
tained two tiers of tape recorders, 
according to sources familiar with 
the layout. In each tier were three 
recorders armed with half-hour 
cylinders Thus Kissinger could tape 
three hours of telephone talk without 
changing cylinders. 
Ail telephone calls, including his 
conversations with presidents and 
girlfriends altke, were recorded 
Two of the four secretaries in the 
anteroom adjoining his office spent 
moat of their time transcribing the 
conversations 
Kissinger told us that only official 
calls were transcribed. He kept the 
transcripts, he explained, so he 
would know exactly what was said. 
This is important in diplomacy, he 
said, in order to prevent inac­ 
curacies and misunderstandings. AU 
the tapes were destroyed, he added 
When Kissinger moved to the State 


Department, the use of tapes had 
become sensitive. So he relied on his 
secretaries, listening on an exten­ 
sion. to take down the conversations 
in shorthand. 
Kissinger told us he intended to use 
the transcripts merely to revive his 
recollections when he writes his 
memoirs. He will not quote directly 
from the transcripts, he said. 
He has hired his personal assis­ 
tant, Peter Rodman, to help him as­ 
semble the documentation for his 
memoirs. Kissinger has received 
several offers from publishers, but 
he will wait until after his departure 
from government next month before 
he makes any decisions, he told us. 
DESERT SONG The desert lands 
of Southern California hold many 
fragile secrets. It Is ageless country, 
rugged and scrubby, a spectrum of 
browns and purples Underfoot, the 
soil is tawny and acrid, footprints 
from hundreds, even thousands of 
years ago can still be identified. 
They remain unmolested on the 
empty desert, preserved by the dry, 
still air. They can be found among 
the stunted, woody shrubs, which 
themselves are some of the oldest 
living plants on earth. 
Yet federal officials have allowed 
motorcycles, jeeps and dune buggies 
to invade the desert Permits have 
been issued for at least two desert 
races — one a free-for-all motorcy­ 
cle race; the other a hare-and-hound 
race. 
Under the law, an environmental 
analysis is supposed to be made 
before such events are authorized 


Yet both races had been held before 
the environmental analyses bad been 
completed. 
Other desert events have been 
authorized, including a treasure hunt 
for a case of Canadian Club whiskey 
in the foothills of the Avawatz Moun­ 
tains. A caravan of jeeps and dune 
buggies was admitted to the Kelso 
Dunes. Both are protected areas 
The Bureau of Land Management 
also wanted to develop motorcycle 
courses in the Mojave Basin, which 
would mean clearing out small trees 
and scrubs. BLM aides were in­ 
structed to take representatives of 
the American Motorcycle Associa­ 
tion into the Mojave Basin to choose 
a course, although regulations 
prohibit motorcycle racing in this 
area. 
A confidential BLM memo, signed 
by 18 specialists, asserts that these 
encroachments have been permitted 
by the agency charged with 
protecting the desert. As a result, 
precious desert resources have been 
destroyed in violation of the National 
Environmental Policy Act, ac­ 
cording to the memo. 
Fifteen per cent of the protected 
desert is so badly managed, ac­ 
cording to the memo, that it is no 
longer useable even as a recreation 
site. “ Some areas are now so 
degraded.” the memo states, "that 
the motorcyclists themselves find 
them unappealing.” 
The menu) also describes "grow­ 
ing discontent” among the staff, 
which is trying to preserve the 
desert and enforce the law.

Sacramento scene ? 
New chairman j 
is no patsy

The selection of Sen. Albert Rodda of Sacramento as 
chairman of the Senate Finance Committee was, to say 
the least, a surprise to many Capitol observers not ex­ 
cluding legislators in both houses. Among the surprised 
was Rodda himself who neither sought the post nor was 
particularly anxious to accept it. 
The appointment by the Senate Rules Committee was 
more an accident of fate than any planned design. It came 
as a result of the bitter clash between the two top con­ 
tenders, Sens. Al Alquist of San Jose and Nick Petris of 
Oakland and their supporters, which threatened the con­ 
tinuance in power of Senate President Pro Tern James 
Mills of San Diego. Looking for a compromise which 
would be acceptable to both factions, it suddenly dawned 
upon them that Rodda was the one guy to fill the bill. 
. 
Indisputably it was one of the most inspired decisions 
made by the Senate since the days of harmony when the 
upper house operated as a gentlemen's club. In recent 
years the solons have been an unruly body constantly in­ 
volved in bitter conflicts caused by marked differences in 
philosophies and the overwhelming personal ambitions of 
its members. 
Alquist was opposed because of his open hostility to 
Gov. Jerry Brown personally and to many of his policies. 
Petris, on the other hand, was opposed because he was 
thought to be too supportive erf the governor. Adding to the 
furor was Brown’s tactical error of attempting to in­ 
fluence the selection. If there is a faster, surer way to get 
the Senate’s back up than for the governor to inject 
himself into the internal organization of that body, it 
hasn't yet been discovered. 
Rodda, Ph. D. from Stanford — majoring in history and 
economics — forsook his profession as an educator to 
enter politics back in 1958 Elected in November without 
opposition he is now the dean of the Senate and has served 
as chairman of the Senate Education Committee since 
1967. 
A self-effacing man, he has been criticized by detrac­ 
tors as being ineffective and lacking in aggression. Cer­ 
tainly he lacks the ego and prima donna mannerisms 
common to many politicians. Perhaps those qualities 
were a factor in his selection 
The true facts about Rodda are that he is a highly in­ 
telligent individual without being an intellectual snob. He 
is extremely considerate of others, exceptionally fair and 
outstandingly tolerant of other viewpoints. Yet be can be 
decisive and invariably is where it counts. His reputation 
for not being so stems from the fact that he has an inor­ 
dinate sense of priorities and doesn't take firm stands on 
inconsequential issues. 


One of his great qualities is his sympathetic ear to the 
problems of his constituents. A hard worker he is un­ 
doubtedly one of the most dedicated solons devoting far 
more hours to the job than is good for his own well being 
He adds to this burden by his proclivity to go out of bis 
way to help people to whom he owes nothing. 


A tribute to the man is the staff with which he has sur 
rounded himself. Like their leader they too are bard 
working, dedicated and totally lacking in thought* of self- 
importance 


One thing is certain, as chairman of finance Rodda will 
neither be domineering nor anybody’s patsy, least of all 
ti«* governor s. He already has demonstrated that by 
refusing to support him in his presidential bid and his ef­ 
forts on the farm Labor Proposition 14. Neither is be sym­ 
pathetic to the governor s grandstand play for property 
tax relief. 


Another attribute is that he is meticulously hornet add 
of unquestionable Integrity with a high sense of morality 
and propriety,

Murres can fly, 
but awkwardly 


DEAR DR. MILLER : In this thing I was watching, they 
made a comparison between the common murres in thè 
Bering Sea and the penguins in the Antarctic. They do 
have a fair amount in common, it seems, including their 
ability to “fly" underwater after fish. But the murres 
really can fly? — N.T. 
DEAR N.T : Indeed, the common murre is less 
specialized than the penguin and so can use his wings for 
both aerial and underwater “flying.’’ As you could expect, 
in the case of compromise, its aerial ability suffers con­ 
siderably. During the breeding season, it launches itself 
into flight from cliffs and with frantic, rapidly beating 
wings, seems barely to gain air speed before hitting the 
water. Birds on return flights come into those cliff 
landing sites from a high altitude. This way they’re not 
only sure they’ll make it back, but they avoid mid-air 
collisions with those plummeting birds who have just 
launched themselves from those same cliffs.

DEAR DR. MILLER : How do you teach a young cat not 
to use vour leg for a scratching post? It’s very traumatic.

DEAR D.B. : Move it. Your leg, that is, whenever you 
suspect the scratching syndrome is starting. Step Two, 
quickly place the cat in front of an acceptable substitute. 
You may even gently encourage the youngster to use the 
proper post. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: Can you tell me, please, what 
glaucoma in a dog is? — S.O. 
DEAR S.O. : Starting at the front of the eye, light conies 
through the clear “window“ of the cornea into and 
through the area behind this cornea which is occupied by 
the aqueous humor, a watery fluid constantly being 
replaced throughout life. The aqueous humor fills the 
smaller front compartment of the eye ( between the cor­ 
nea and the iris). The flow of this fluid is constant, and 
anything that distnrbs its equilibrium or rate of flow, 
such as increased secretion or diminished drainage, 
causes the pressure in this chamber to be increased. This 
raised intra-ocular pressure is called “glaucoma.” 
Glaucoma (frequently an inherited condition) usually res­ 
ponds to medication if treatment is begun early enough 
Untreated, the buildup of pressure within the eye will 
cause increasing damage to eye structures with loss of vi­ 
sion and perhaps loss of the eye as well. Early recognition 
of this condition (something the owner cannot do) is the 
key to successful treatment.

Air pressure causes ear pain 


DEAR DR LAMB - I am flying to 
California for a vacation The last 
time I flew I had this terrific pain in 
my right ear which was almost un­ 
bearable. Can you suggest anything I 
can do to relieve this? Would packing 
the ear help0 I a 85 years old. 
DEAR READER — For heavens 
sakes don’t pack your ear TTiat is the 
worst thing you could do. The pain is 
probably associated with the 
changes in air pressure. 
There is an external - pressure to 
all parts of your body and at sea level 
it is about 15 pounds per square inch 
This pressure is also applied to your 
ear drum. The same pressure is tran­ 
smitted to the inside of your mouth 
and through a tube to the inside of 
your ear As long as the pressure is 
equal inside and outside the ear you 
have no symptoms or awareness of 
the pressure

When you first take off the com­ 
mercial air lines now pressurize the 
cabin while at ground level. This in­ 
creases the external pressure and 
may cause trouble immediately. At 
high altitude, in flight, the pressure 
may decrease but, it is kept st or 
below 7,000 feet. The 7,000 feet 
altitude though, or even lesser 
altitudes, is enough to affect your 
ear. 
As the pressure diminishes outside 
the ear, if you don't also decrease the 
pressure inside the mouth and to the 
internal ear, the unbalanced pres­ 
sure will push the inner ear contents 
outward. The stretching causes the 
pain. When you finally adjust to the 
new level and the pressure inside and 
outside the ear is the same at 
altitude, all is well 
The problem starts again when you 
descend to land. Js the external pres­ 
sure increases if the internal pres­ 
sure is still equivalent to the lesser 
pressure of altitude, the external 
pressure against the ear drum may 
cause symptoms 
There is a tube at the back of the 
mouth that transmits the pressure in 
the mouth to the internal ear If it is 
closed for any reason — blocked with 
inflammation from a cold, or from 
an overgrowth of lymph tissue, it is 
not effective in rapidly equalizing 
the internal pressure to that of the 
outside pressure. You might have 
your doctor examine you to see if you 
have normal openings to your ears. 
To insure the pressure exchange 
some people chew gum The action 
allows the pressure to change rapid­ 
ly In the back of the mouth and may 
help keep the tube to the internal ear 
open Yawning also helps. 
If you do not have a cold and all 
else fails you can sometimes blow

HONOLULU, Hawaii

Congress 
refused to renew the 40- 
year-old Sugar Act The 
act allocated quotas to 
foreign producers. 
Hawaii’s sugar pro­ 
ducers say they are be­ 
ing killed by cheap foreign 
sugar. 
Kansako and other 
independents will lose 
between $50 and 900 a ton 
this year. The squeeze is 
also hurting the big corpo­ 
rate farmers and there is a 
fear the industry might die 
if it does not get protec­ 
tive legislation. 
“I don’t think Congress 
will sit by, let domestic 
sugar go down the drain 
and let the country become 
dependent on Imports,” 
says Francis Pacheco, 
another independent grow­ 
er. “But we’re at that 
stage where if there is no 
solution, we die.” 
Gov. George R. Ariyoshi 
recently headed a delega­ 
tion which pleaded before 
the U. S. International 
Trade Commission for a 
new sugar act. higher im­ 
port tariffs and lower im­ 
port quotas. 
The commission plans to 
make a report to the presi­ 
dent early next year. 
Hawaii produces 1.1 
million tons of sugar an­ 
nually, one-sixth of the 
domestic sugar production 
and one-tenth of the total 
American consumption. 
Sugar is the state’s No. S 
income producer, trailing 
only federal spending and 
tourism. 
Ariyoshi told the ITC 
that sugar provides 9,000 
direct jobs and 20,000 jobs 
indirectly. He said if the in­ 
dustry dies, the state’s 
jobless rate would in­ 
crease from 8.8 per cent to 
nearly 18 per cent. 
The impact on rural 
islands, where most of the 
sugar is grown, would be 
huge. Projected unemploy­ 
ment is S5 per cent for 
Kauai, and 38 per cent for 
the islands of Hawaii and 
Maui. 
The industry is maintain­ 
ing a business as usual at­ 
titude and most of the 9,000 
workers are still drawing 
regular paychecks. 
There have been some 
tremors. 
C. Brewer and Co., a 
major corporate grower, 
cancelled dividends for the 
fourth quarter after 
reporting losses of 91.7 
million in the first three 
quarters. 
Brewer also announced 
it would lay off 175 
employes next year. 
Amfac. another big cor­ 
porate grower, reported its 
income dropped 05 per cent 
this year despite a 34 per 
cent increase in non-sugar 
earnings. 
“The fact is that the so- 
called free world market 
is anything but free—that 
it is simply the dumping 
grounds for a small frac­ 
tion of the world’s produc­ 
tion that hasn’t already 
been committed to a 
specific market,” says 
Thomas K. Hitch, an 


economist for the First Ha­ 
waiian Bank. 
There’s is no hiding the 
fact that Hawaii growers 
want higher prices. That is 
where the resistance is ex­ 
pected. 
“I’d say the chances 
aren't better than 50-50,” 
Hitch said. “There is a 
very strong consumer at­ 
titude in Congress and the 
public There are powerful 
lobbies for sugar users.” 
But Kanasako remains 
optimistic. “1 gotta be,” he 
says.

Mars weather 
just the same 
day after day 


SEATTLE (AP) — Based on the first 60 days of Viking 
satellite Mars observations by a University of 
Washington-designed experiment, the daily Martian 
weather forecast would go like this: “Variable winds to 13 
miles per hour. High today -25. Low tonight -120.” 
Things were so routine there that even the winds varied 
the same way in direction and velocity. 
“The weather was remarkably steady at both sites 
(Viking I and Viking II landing areas),” said Dr, Conway 
B. Leovy, professor of atmospheric sciences “One day is 
just like the next. It is very unlike earth.” 
Viking landed at the start of the Martian summer — it’s 
just now autumn up there in the northern hemisphere 
where the Vikings are — so the weather may get more 
harsh. 
Based on information gathered so far, perhaps a little 
green man would tune in to the evening news and hear a 
hip television forecaster sing this out like it were joyous 
tidings: 
“Winds 100 to 200 miles per hour with dust storms. 
Temperatures dropping to several hundred degrees below 
zero. And in the mountains, skiers, a possibility of dry ice 
flurries. All in all, a three-star day.” 
The Martian atmosphere is composed almost entirely 
of carbon dioxide, which is condensed to make dry ice 
down here. “Most of it probably condenses on the surface 
like frost,” said Leovy 
One thing is for sure, there is no singing in the rain on 
Mars...there is no rain. The atmospheric pressure is so 
low — about one-one hundredth of earth s — that water 
cannot exist as a liquid. 
Because Mars takes about two earth years to go around 
the sun, each season is about twice as long as its earth 
counterpart. But a Mars day is only slightly longer than 
an earth day, 24Va hours. 
Leovy and a research associate, James E. Tillman, 
spent months at the Jet Propulson Laboratory at the 
California Institute of Technology as the first Viking 
results came in. 
“For a while we were operating in a 24% day...” said 
Dr. Gerald A. Soffen, Viking project scientist. “It drove 
us all crazy.” 
The scientists say they aren’t sure what winter holds in 
store. 
As for failure to find life, Soffen said, "three dinky little 
experiments at two easy spots (about 2,500 miles apart) 
can’t be generalized to the entire planet. We can’t rule out 
life on Mars yet.” 
Since it was summer, maybe they were all vacationing.

5 nations ahead of U.S. 
Per capita 
income 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Americans slipped another 
notch on the list of the 
world’s wealthiest people 
in 1975, and there are now 
five countries where per 
capita income is higher, 
the World Bank says. 
The World Bank also said 
there has been a virtual 
stag n atio n of grow th 
among industrialized na­ 
tions since 1973 and con­ 
tinuing increases in popu­ 
lation among developing 
nations. 
The United States’ per 
capita income of $7,060 was 
exceeded last year by 
Kuwait. $11,510; United 
Arab Emirates, $10,400; 
Qatar, $8.320; Switzerland, 
$8,050; and Sweden, $7,880, 
the World Bank said in a 
report released Sunday. 
Per capita income is 
figured by dividing a 
nation’s gross national 
product, or total produc­ 
tion of goods and services, 
by its population. 
Qatar, an oil-producing 
nation, was a new addition 
to the World Bank list in 
1975. The other nations 
listed above the United 
States all had higher in­ 
comes than the United 
States in 1974 as well. 
Other nations with in­ 
comes near the United 
States were Denmark, 
$6,920; Canada, $6,650; 
G erm any. $6,610, and 
Norway, $6,540 Denmark 
and Norway made substan­ 
tial gains and could sur­ 
pass the United States in 
the 1976 list, if the trend 
continues. 


Nader 
opposes 
Carter 
choices 
WASHINGTON (AP) 
Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader says President-elect 
Carter's cabinet choices 
were, “with a few excep­ 
tions, not in accordance 
with the positions he es­ 
poused during the cam­ 
paign.’’ 
Nader was asked Sunday 
about the cabinet on the 
CBS interview program, 
“Face the Nation.” 
He singled out James 
Schlesinger, the former 
secretary of defense who 
will be Carter's assistant 
on energy matters, and W 
M ichael 
B lum enthal. 
chairman of the Bendix 
Corp., named secretary of 
the treasury. 
He said Schlesinger is 
“ known for condoning 
secrecy and supporting

A federal panel is trying 
to unsnarl some of the red 
tape wrapped around the 
government bureaucracy. 
The Commission on 
Federal Paperwork was 
established in October 1975 
to study the maze of 
paperwork involved in gov- 
e r n m e n t

m a k e 
recommendations cm how 
to simplify, shorten and 
elim inate some of the 


bureaucratic forms. 
The group is now seeking 
comment from the public, 
at a series of hearings 
which began last month 
and continues through May 
in ci t ies ac r os s the 
country. 
P resident Ford also 
ordered a cut in the 
number of federal forms 
sent to Americans. Fig­ 
ures from the Office of 
Management and Budget 
show that he succeeded — 


to a degree at least. 
The paperwork commis­ 
sion is due to make its final 
report next October. So 
far. it has issued 100 for­ 
mal and informal recom­ 
mendations which, it says, 
could save billions of dol­ 
lars. 
One concrete action 
already resulting from a 
commission recommenda­ 
tion was the passage of a 
law requiring employers to 
report the wages of their 


employes only once a year 
instead of once every three 
months. 
Among other specifics: 
—The commission urged 
authorities to combine ap­ 
plication forms for 41 
federal and state welfare 
and income s ecurity 
programs. The idea is be­ 
ing tested in six states, and 
the commission says the 
plan could save $6 billion a 
year on a nationwide basis. 
—The commission called 


for development of a un­ 
iform health billing form 
for government agencies, 
hospitals, nursing homes 
and private Insurance com­ 
panies for Medicare and 
Medicaid patients.

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Joyce Brothers 
Alcoholism, boredom 


DEAR DR 
BROTH­ 
ERS: Our 19-year-old 
son is having serious 
problem s at co lleg e 
because he’s rarely sober 
when he attends classes. 
He was a good student 
when he was in grade 
school but everything is 
different now. His father 
and I have insisted that he 
stop drinking because he is 
wasting his life and caus­ 
ing the whole family pain. 
For the past year or two. 
he has seemed bored and 
without energy. Can this be 
a cause of alcoholism? — 
C E 
DEAR C.E.: No one 
knows exactly what causes 
alcoholism. There are 
many causes, but I doubt 
that boredom is one of 
them Boredom or alcohol 
can serve as a kind of local 
anesthetic, dulling the pain 
of some particularly sen­ 
sitive psychic or emotional 
area. A person who has 
problems he’s not facing 
may use either boredom or 
alcohol in an attempt to 
cover or hide the feelings 
of discomfort and anxiety 
that result from them. 
The bored person or the 
alcoholic is often out of 
touch with his feelings and 
emotions. He feels a sense 
of disease, of not being 
together or “ with it.’ 
When people are sufficient­ 
ly bored, they may try 
almost anything to over­ 
come it, including the use 
of drugs. 
Your son could be an 
alcohoUc right now. The 
number 
of 
te e n a g e 
alcoholics is increasing 
rapidly. 1 suggest that you 
investigate this im ­ 
mediately by contacting 
Alcoholics Anonymous. If 
your son is an alcoholic, it 
will do no good to “insist” 
that he stop drinking. He 
needs help. 
DEAR DR. BROTH­ 
ERS: I can t get any­ 
one to call my 12-year- 
old by his given name, 
Robert. I’ve even written 
his teachers who tell me 


he’s called by the name he 
signs, which apparently is 
“Bobbie.” What disturbs 
me is that his father used 
that name, even as an 
adult. I thought it childish 
and embarrassing. We 
were divorced when my 
son was 3. I’ve made a dis­ 
tinct effort not to prejudice 
him against his father who 
has since died. Would it be 
tramatic if I changed my 
son’s first name legally? — 
ZO. 
DEAR Z.O.: Yes, I think 
it would definitely be dis­ 
turbing. Your son probably 
has chosen this affec­ 
tionate nickname because, 
consciously or uncon­ 
sciously, it makes him feel 
closer to his father. Ob­ 
viously be admires it, Just 
as he admires the memory 
of his father. It is a credit 
to you that you apparently 
succeeded in mating him 
like his dad. 
Even 
very 
young 
children are deeply af­ 
fected by divorce. It’s es­ 
sential that they be en­ 
couraged to respect both 
parents, even though 
divorce with all the bit­ 
terness that often accom­ 
panies it, destroys a 
marriage. 
Your reaction to his 
nickname reveals as much 
about you as it does about 
your son. It may be that 
you need professional help 
to overcome the anger and 
resentment you still feel 


toward your son's father. I 
feel it's important that you 
admit and face your feel­ 
ings now because I suspect 
your son is well aware of 
them. If you ignore or bury 
this resentment, it will 
have an adverse effect on 
your relationship with your 
son now and in the future.
